Art. 14, ‘To see if the town will accept the eae 
trust under the will of the late Joseph Harding, or act in any 
matter relating to trust funds for care of cemetery lots. 

Voted that the town do accept the legacy in trust under 
the will of the late Joseph Harding of Medfield. 

Extract from will of Joseph Harding, late of Medfield, 
Mass. 

‘*T give and bequeath to the town of Millis in the 
county and commonwealth aforesaid, the sum of three hun- 
dred dollars ($300.00) in trust, the income thereof, or such 
as may be necessary, to be used for the care and maintenance 
of my burial lot iri the cemetery in said town; and I direct 
that ifin any year said income be more than sufficient for 
the care of said lot then the portion unexpended shall be - 
added to the principal until such time as it may be needed 
for the purpose herein mentioned. And I further direct that 
incase my brother Alfred Harding shall at the time of his 
death be destitute of sufficient means for his funeralexpenses, 
that said expenses and a sum sufficient to erect a suitable 
monument for him, the cost of said monument not to exceed 
seventy-five dollars ($75.00) be deducted from the aforesaid 
sum of three hundred dollars, the remainder thereof to be re- 
tained in trust by the town of Millis for the care of my burial 
lot as hereinbefore specified.”’ 

Art. 15. To see if the town will amend Sect. 8 of Art. 
2 of town by-laws, so as to have cemetery commissioners ap- 
pointed for terms of three years, and they to have control of 
trust duns and give a bond for faithful performance of 
trust. 

Sect. 8 a Art. 2 of the town by-laws amended so as to 
read as follows: 
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
